McLane says he was badly fright- 
ened and told him that Wheeler was 
pretty badly hurt.

he and Wheeler 
left here on a 


freight train Saturday night to go 
to Haltirnoro and were riding on top 
of the train with two of the brake- 
men, on a high freight car. 
The 


brakemcn.told them to get on a 
lower car, as they were ncaring a 
tunnel, and they got on the other 
car, but in some manner as they en- 
tered the tunnel near 
Kanawha 


Wheeler was struck and fell off, or 
else was thrown on" the car by a 
sudden lurch. 
Taylor got oft and 


brought his friend back on the next 
train and took him to the Rowland 
house, 
where his 
injuries were 


dressed and he then took him to his 
own roorn^at Gardway's. Taylor said 
that he intended 
to leave town. 


That is the last that was seen of 
Taylor, and it is supposed lie has re- 
turned to Portsmouth. 
He and 


Wheeler had both been working for 
W. T. Amick and lie told his em- 
ployer that he intended going back 
tu Portsmouth Saturday evening. 


Conductor W. R. Morris was sum- 


moned and testilied tiiat he went 
through east on lS 
To. 82, Saturday 


night. 
About 11 :01 his brakernan, 


Jim Powers, told him there was a 
man badly hurt on top of a car. 
He 


ran forward from the caboose and 
found him lying on top of the car 
and another man holidng his bead. 
The injured man said his name was 
Wheeler and that he had been struck 
by a tunnel and his 
friend had 


aught him as he fell. 
The jury returned a verdict in ac- 


cordance with the facts. 


The remains of the deceased ar- 


rived here this morning on the B. 
& O. S-W. railroad and were taken 
on the "N. & W. to Whcelersburg for 
interment. 
The 
funeral 
services 


were held at the Wheeler home, this 
city, at 2 p. m., Rev. J. W. Dillon 
officiating. Wheeler was thirty-four 
years of age and leaves a wife fond 
daughter, six years old.

ville, where they were visiting.

the leading educators of the city 
treating them at times with ap- 
parent contempt, even when 
the 


best talent of the country was here 
as instructors. 
Another reason ad- 


vanced is that the many attractions 
of tlie city and the tendency of the 
country teachers to 
defer 
their 


shopping until the week of the 
in- 


stitute, ia many instances caused 
many of tlie teachers to be absent 
from important sessions, especially 
ihc evening lectures. 


The citi/.eus of Lucasville 
and 


the surrounding country have al- 
ways taken a great interest in' any- 
thing pertaining to education and 
tliu better interests of the people. 
They were exceedingly anxious to 
have ilie institute held there 
and 


will give the teachers and 
instruc- 


lors all the encouragement possible, 
many r>f Lucasville's citizens furn- 
ishing free entertainment.
